How a Yeung Kansan Under the Re- 

quired Height Got Into the Army. 

Uharles- L. Dagan of Keats, Kan., a 
young army recruit who enlisted in- 
lxansas City and, left with a squad of 
recruits for Jefferson Barracks, near 
St) Louis, is probably the shortest soi- 
dier in the United, States army. His 
height is five feet two inches. He was . 
accepted only on the recommendation 
of President Roosevelt, to whom he 
wrote explaining the situation after he: 
had ‘been rejected on account of His: 
height at thé auxiliary recruiting ‘sta- 
tion at Topeka early in April. 

‘Dagan had entertained the hope of 
becoming a soldier for a humber of 
years... He is ‘now’ twetty-two, and, 
having uo one- dependent upon hin, 
Lé went to the recruiting station to en- 
ter the service. He passed a rigid ex- 
amination save for his height, but the 
news that for this reason he could not 
become a soldier did not deter him,

earnest appeal to the chief executive, 
and -the frank, earnest manner in 
which he. couched his plea seemed to 
strike the president as that of a man 
who would niake 2 good soldier.

A Giant Spoon. 

It is said tiut the largest spoon in 
daily use is the wooden. soup ‘stirrer at 
Nilo monastery. The old spoon .at/Rilo 
is famous. It has been used for more 
.than twenty years and has had prede- 
vossors of its own kind for centur‘es. 
itylas stirred: soup for thousands of 
refingees who hare sought safety, in the 
monastery from the persecution of the 


Turk. The monastery -was built in 
‘Mediaeval times. It bas a curious 
Kitchen, It is a room twenty feet 
square, but nearly one hundred feet 


aigh. Its rock walls gradually slope 
‘ogether as they rise, forming a dome 
wiih a hole about a foot in diameter at 
the top. A depression in the earth 
loor holds the fine, made of pine logs. 
Over the fire is hung a great iron ¢ald- 
ron, Which holds more than twenty gal- 
tons of soup. The cook climbs up on 
a big square stone and-stirs the soup 
with the great spoon. The smoke from 
the pine rises with the steam of the 
soup to the dome and out through the 
opening.—Boston Transcript. 
-Humming Birds In London. | 

Considerable. interest is excited by 
‘thd aumming birds now on view at the 
zoological gardens. lifty-three of these 
tiny, fragile birds were taken on board 
from Venezuela. Many died on the 
voyage, but the fittest survived, and 
twenty reached Regent's park alive. 
At the time of writing seventeen are 
shown in two large glass cages fur- 
nished with flowering plants and 
placed in the insect house, which can 
be kept at a high temperature.

Remarkable Engineering Feat. 

Coal has been reached at a depth of 
1,321 feet in Lord Londonderry’s new 
colliery at Seaham harbor, in!England, 
after a remarkable engineering feat. 
Owing to the presence of enormous 
quantities of water, forming a quick- 
sand, it was found necessary to freeze 
the ground to a depth of nearly 500 
feet. Twenty-eight holes were bored 
in a cirele about the shaft to a depth 
of 484 feet, and freezing tubes were in- 
serted. Brine was the medium used to 
extract the he:t from the strata, The 
length of time required to form a wall 
of ice was 185 days, the wall being 
maintained for 353 days. In the shaft 
bottom the. frozen sand was so hard 
that it could be penetrated only by 
blasting.

Henna may be applied: in several 
ways, but the easicst’ and simplest 
method for the amateur is to use a tea 
made of the leaves.

Excessive perspiration usually _indi- 
cates a nervolis or run-down condition, 
and, in such—tmstances, a onic should 
be taken to build up the /system.

Thus the 
damper air of spring and summer usu- 
ally seems much colder than the drier 
air of winter, although the tempera- 
tures may be the same. When exposed 
directly to the air, the skin burns and 
blisters, the lips ‘swell and crack.

There is no doubt that polar air is 
singularly free from micro organisms, 
A fact which is due chiefly to lack of 
communication with other parts of the | 
world; hence disenses which are com- 
mon in temperate zones, colds among t 
thei, ure rare.

An unpublished letter by Mr. Rild- 
yard Kipling, written in reply to a 
Newfoundlander who mede a com- 
plaint to the poet of the omission 
irom ‘The Songs of the Cities’ of 
any reference to the oldest colony, 
has just been made public. Mr. Kip- 
ling writes: 

“What can I say in reply to your 
letter, except that it is rather a large 
jtder to compress allusions to the 
whole of our Empire into 200 lines of 
‘| alleged verse? .:. But, indeed, I 
j.as not unmindful of Newfoundland. 
Perhaps I may know more about it 
than you think, and certainly no man 
in hia senses ever doubted the loyal- 
ty of the senior colony. Peron 5 ae 
lvave out all reference I am taxed 
with ‘injustice’; if. I make a pointed 
reference as I did in ‘Our Lady of 
the Snows,’ I am—to put it mildly— 
supposed to be scaring away emi- 
grants by misrepresenting the climate 
of the Dominion. 

“But we will make a bargain. I 
will put in-a four line verse among 
“Fhe Bongs of the Cities” if you on 
your part will drop allusions to the 
loyalty of the colonies. In the first 
place, I dislike the word “‘coloriles,’ 
and if you look through my verses 
you will find I very seldom, use it. 
It is out of date and misleading, be- 
sides being provincial. : 

“Ip the second place, there is no 
need to talk about ‘loyalty’ among 
white men — that is to say, races 
speaking the English tongue with a:

Beauty, 5,000 pounds of milk with an 
average test of 644 per cent Whitey 
went and Beauty stayed. Before 
many years I had nearly every animal 
in the herd tracing back to Beauty. 

By the process of weeding out the 
peor ones the animal butter averages: 
began. to climb higher each year; from 
300 ponnds it .went,to, 320, then ‘to 827, 
to 337,:and at the time I turned over 
my business to my son the herd was 
averaging a pound a day. 


: Relieving a Choked Cow. 

A weiter in Kimball’s Dairy Farmer 
says: My experience in dairy farming. 
has been long and varied. I am going: 
to speak of one thing that comes to my 
mind, especially now. One of my 
neighbors tried the experiment of fat- 
teaing dry cows on potatoes. Unfor- 
tunately two of his.cattle choked on. 
them. Becoming alarmed by their con- 
dition and having heard of relieving 
choked eattle by pushing tbe obstruc- 
tion down the throat, he took a whip- 
stock and proceeded to help the cow 
swallow the potatoes. He pushed with 
sv much force and the potatoes were 80: 
hard that the throat of the cow became 
badly bruised. Inflammation set in, 
and she died. When another one chok- 
ed. he tried to break the potato and suc- 
ceeded in relieving the cow for the 
time. being, but she died later from 
blood poison caused by the unneces- 
sary harshness. Such measures are 
seldom necessary. My practice is to 
put a gag in the mouth and let the gas 
pass off, and the potato will soften 
and can be easily removed without any 
injury, and the bloated animal is re- 
lieved. 


Community Breeding. : 
Professor W, A. Heury of Wisconsin 
in a recent address said: - 
“The next great advance will be 
community effort. The farmers in each 
community should meet at the school- 
house and harmoniously agree upon 
one breed of dairy cattle for that com- 
munity. If the most blood in the dairy 
herds now is Holstein; they should all 
agree upen Holsteins and Holsteins 
only; tf it is some other breed, then 
upon that breed. Where the farms are 
not Mirge instead of having one’ scrub 
bull on each farm two, three or even 
four neighbors should join and buy one 
of two registered bulis.
